Y ou take the Jersey and Delaware turnpikes, unless going to Wilmington 
from Lensdowne is shorter, which is possible. If this is the case, you can now 
get on the Eennedy Turnpike at Delaware A ve , which is in the north end of Wilmington, 
the side toward Philadelphia, If you wont to knew where, I can not say definitely^, 
but my Philadelphia beefther- in-law may know. Ee is ^orvin Pecker, Brooms 1, EL6- 
4358. If there is not much difference in time, it will coot less this way* for 
you'll not have. the various bridge and Jersey tolls.

saction of Baughman's Lane. On the opposite side of B lane is a State olice 
Barracks, 7/hose aerial is visible from 15. Turn right into ^aughman'c Lane. 

'This .Herns that when you coma off of 15, stay to ths right* Y 0 u go about 0*6 
mile on 3 Lana and you are at Shookstown Rood, where there is a four-way stop# 

Turn left on S Rood and you are only about 2 miles from Old Receiver* Cm 
caution: Cn B’s -fane, when you are near S Road, xhere is a small, narrow bridge. 

The side toTrard us has a sharp dip. Do not hit it fast or you'll hit the roof.
